News Service of the late Charles 
Garbotto, slain Kansas City mob- 
ster. 
They were called before a sen- 
ate commerce subcommittee trying 
to learn about a mystery wire net- 
work carrying racing 
news 
to 
bookmakers. 


Osadchey did admit the Stand- 
ard News _ Service received its rac- 
ing news 'from the General News 
and Publishing Company in Chi- 
cago. A Western Union executive 
has testified that 
the 
General 
News Service Bureau of Chicago 
leases a Western Union wire. 
Osadchey identified Simon Part- 


noy as manager of Standard News. 
But he said the racing service is 
now out of business. 
"There are no customers", 
he 
said. 


Missouri's State Attorney Gener- 
al, J. E. Taylor, testified Wednes- 
day that Partnoy once operated 
the Kansas City Racing Service 
but that it was taken from him at 
gun-point—and he since has been 
merely a front man for others.

.•• 1. Reduce the $9 a gallon liq- 
uor tax to $7.50 a gallon. This 
would have trimmed federal rev- 
enues by $200,000,000. 
The whis- 
key tax was raised $3 a gallon 
during the war. 


2. Cut the $8 a barrel beer tax 
by 50 cents a barrel. 
If 
ap- 


proved, this would have relieved 
beer drinkers of about $40,000,000 
a year in taxes. 


No proposal was made today 
to reduce wine excise Imposts, 
Polio Incidence 
Shows Big Gain 
During Past Week 


AUSTIN, 
May 
4.—UP)—Rising 


polio incidence last week indicated 
the state is In for its third straight 
serious polio year as predicted, the 
State Health Department reported. 


Last week's new cases totalled 


51, nearly double the 18 cases of 
the preceding week, the department 
said. It brought the year's total 
.ncidence to 362 cases, nearly three 
;imes the 142 cases reported for 
:he comparable period a year ago. 


Counties reporting new cases last 


week were Hidalgo 10, Tarrarit' and 
>Jueces 3 each, Cameron and San 
Patricio 2 each, and 1 each for Bee, 
Bowie, Brazos, Dallas, Fort Bend, 
Harris, Jefferson, Jim Wells, Mc- 
Lennan, Martin, and Tom Green 
Bee, Brazos and Fort Bend coun- 
.ies reported their first cases this 
year. 


The high Hidalgo county inci- 


dence raised that county to the 
state's top polio spot for the year 
with 73 cases.

Extension of Draft 
2 Years Approved 


Thinks Tydings 
'Unduly Alarmed' 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
4— UP)— 
President Truman said today he is 
not alarmed over the cold war sit- 
uation and that he expects a low- 
er defense budget next year. 


Truman 
said the situation 
is 
much better now'than it was in 
1946; that he is optimistic over 
hopes for peace. 
In speaking of a lower defense 
budget next year, Truman had in 
mind the government fiscal 
year 
beginning July 1, 1951. The pres- 
ent year, as he used the phrase, is 
the 12 months beginning next July. 


Truman's news conference 
re- 
marks were touched off by ques- 
tions about a speech Senator Ty- 
dlngs (D-Md) made to the Rotary 
Club here Wednesday.' Tydings, 
chairman of the senate 
armed 
services committee, said he fear- 
ed a war might start "acciden- 
tally" at any time. 
A reporter told Truman that Tyd- 
ings said this country is close to a 
shooting war with Russia. 


The president said he thought 
Tydings was unduly alarmed if he 
said that. 


Truman withheld comment on an 
assertion by Dr. Edwin G. Nourse 
that the United States Is spending 
too much on armaments. 
The president said that he had 
presented 
a 
good budget and a 
tight budget. It calls for the spend- 
inir of $13,911,000,000 on 
defense 


needs. An additional 
$350,000,000 
has been voted by the house appro- 
priations committee, mainly for air 
power. 


In the same optimistic note, he 
said there was nothing In 
the ' 
International outlook to scare us 
Into putting more money Into de- 
fense than strategic planning al- 
lowed. 
Also on the spending theme, he 


observed that the cost of continu- 
ing Marshall plan aid to Europe is 
much cheaper than a shooting war. 
. This was his reaction to congres- 
'•'siomr charges that .(the .United 
States cannot continue the Marsh- 
all plan without an ever-increas- 
ing deficit. 
' 


Truman said the reason for the 
deficit is that 
congress hasn't 
' given the' government 
enough 
revenue in taxes for its proper

4.—UP)—Sheriffs 


and constables are not authorized 
by law to commission privata,,indi- 
viduals as special deputie sheriffs 
or special deputy constables when 
such persons do not perform any 
official duties or receive any sal- 
try. 


This ruling was isued today by 
the Attorney General. It was an 
answer to a question by District 
Attorney A. C. Winborn of Hous- 
ton. 


Winborn's request was prompted 


by the killing of Carter Boyd, negro 
war veteran, March 11. Wash J. 
Howard, 25, gunsmith and former 
special deputy constable, is in the 
Harris County jail under a murder 
indictment in connection with the 
slaying.

A special deputy sheriff,

with field gathering and resldut 
systems, located in the south enc 
of the East Texas field," the

than 1,400 wells with a 


production of approximately 10,- 
000,000 cubic feet of casing head 
gas supply these plants, which wll! 
have a 
productive 
capacity 
of 
about 60,000 gallons of natural gas- 
oline and butane, and 40,000 gallons 
of propane daily." 


The plants will process gas which 


remains 
after Sinclair's plant 19 


has reached it economic limit, the 
company said. Plant 19 is located 
about 2 1-2 miles west of the new- 
ly-acquired property. 


The purchase was effective 
on 
March 31. Products from the pro- 
ject will be available to Sinclair at 
expiration of present existing gas- 
oline sales contracts, the company 
said.

Gasoline Price 
Hiked Today By 
Texas Company 


DALLAS, May 4.—UP)—The Tex- 


as Co. hiked the price of gasoline 
today in most of Texas. 
The ad- 
vance amounts to one-fourth cent 
per gallon on tank car prices and 
one-half cent per gallon on tank 
wagon prices. 


I. G. Morgan, district agent for 


the Texas Co. in Dallas, said that 
all sales outlets in Texas east of 
the Peels river would put the new 
prices in effect at the start of busi- 
ness today. 


Morgan said he knew of no price 


hikes planned by other major oil 
companes. The big Texas Co. re- 
finery at Port Arthur has been clos- 
ed by a strike for about a month. 
Morgan said the increase would 


push tank wagon prices from 13 
and 18 1-2 cent to 13 1-2 and 19 
cents. He said the tank car prices 
would result in a blanket one- 
fourth cent increase. 


The company did not announce 


whether the price owuld be absorb- 
ed by the retailer or passed on to 
the consumer (Local stations were 
undecided about the advance early 
this morning.)

Each side blamed the other for 
prolonging the 14-week strike that 
cost nearly a billion and a half, 
dollars in lost sales and wages.'

cials after they reached agree- 
ment on terms of a new three- 
year contract.

The workers get J100 monthly 
pensions, Including federal social 
security, at age 65 with 25 year* 
service.

7 Negro School

Near Leona Today 


• MADISONVILLE, May 4.—UP)— 
A truck heavily loaded with sheet 
steel smashed into the rear of a 
school bus today south of Leona on 
Highway 75. Seven negro school 
children -were killed and at' least 
four hurt. 


Sheriff Ben Waldrip said the 
truck driver stated he Started 
to 
pass the bus, saw a car 
coming, 
tried to fall In behind the slow 
moving bus, but couldn't slow hli 
speed enough. 


The sheriff identified those killed 
as: 


Otis Johnson, 8; Virdie Williams, 


8, a girl; Ottie Brown, 11, a girl; 
Carey Gene Brown, 8, a g!rl;.Mel- 
vln Brown, 11; James Lee John- 
son, 8; Grant Clay, 7. 


The accident happened on the 
Northern edge of Madison. county 
just a mile north of the Rural com- 
munity of Cross-Goads where the 
children attended school. 


Waldrip said one of the Injured, 
a girl, was expected to die. 
The sheriff Identified the truck 
driver as Harold Neaves, about 25, 
of Fort Worth, driver for Cobbs 
Manufacturing company. 


Narvls Spencer, about 40, negro 


woman school teacher who was 
driving the bus, was not hurt. 
The sheriff said the school bus 
carried 15 pupils, only two or three 
of whom escaped unhurt. 


The school bus was a pickup 


.ruck, equipped with wooden ben- 
hes lengthwise In the back. 


AFL Executive Council To Meet Next 
Week; Some Predicting Return of 1AM 


PHILADELPHIA. 
May 4—UP)— 


The American Federation of La- 
bor's executive council meets 
In 


Philadelphia next week with 
the 
biggest item on its agenda a pro- 
sosal for a unified labor front, par- 
Icularlly in political action. 
And some AFL leaders predict 
that the 500,000-member Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
which quit the AFL four years 
ago, 
will reafflllate during the 
sessions which open Monday at 
the Rltz-Carlton Hotel. 
Simultaneously with the spring 


meeting of the 15-member execu- 
Ive council, the Pennsylvania Fed- 
eration of Labor will hold its an- 
nual convention at the Benjamin 
'i'ranklin Hotel. 


Two days earlier, on Saturday, 
he AFL will open its fifth union 
ndustries 
show 
at 
Convention 
Hall. More than $1.500.000 worth 
if products made by union mem- 
>ers will be on display. 


All the union activity has prompt- 


id Mayor Bernard Samuel to pro- 
:laim next week "AFL Week" in 
'hlladelphia. 
The consolidation proposal, sug- 
gested by Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the rival CIO, calls 
for 


co-operation on legislative, poli- 
tical and economic problems. 
William Green, AFL president, 


said recently that chance* for suc- 
cess of the unification proposal, 
are greater now "than they hav» 
been In the past six years." 


Green 
favors Immediate mer- 
ger of the AFL, CIO and John Lew- 
is' Independent United Mine Work- 
ers into a single labor union with 
a membership of about 16.000,000. 
Murray also wants eventual mer- 


ger of all the union members, but 
calls his proposal for unification 
for political action a necessary Ini- 
tial step. 


The machanlsts quit the AFL af- 
ter a jurisdictlonal dispute with 
other AFL unions, principally the 
Carpenters' Union. A union spokes- 
man said leaders of the machinists 
have reached an agreement under 
which they are expected to rejoin 
the parent body. 


Also listed for the five-day «es-

son,

mayor.

USE FOR HYDROGEN 


"I believe that there is not 


one chance in a hundred 
that we can make a hydro- 
gen bomb." The speaker was 
one of the very few men who 
could make such a statement 
and possibly know whereof 
he spoke. It was Robert A. 
Millikan, f o r m e r Nobel 
prize winner in physics. The 
hitch, according to him, is 
that the mechanism for set- 
ting- off the bomb must 
be 


housed in an atom-bomb- 
proof container. As yet no 
one knows how to make such 
a container. 


Be not dismayed. If 
de- 


struction is our aim, TNT 
and the uranium bomb will 
do all that is necessary. Dr. 
Millikan assures us of that

facturers compete with Eu- 
ropean 
unless they have 


help from prohibitive tar- 
iffs? Paul G. Hoffman, Eu- 
ropean'recovery administra- 
tor, ought to know their ca- 
pabilities because for many 
years he was one, as head 
of the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion. Testifying before the 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, he admitted that in 
some lines of business Am- 
erican suppliers might suf- 
fer losses as European plants 
began to send more goods to 
this country. This should not, 
in his opinion, disturb alert 
managers, who "will find a 
way around, and those who 
do not will sooner or later 
go out of the picture anyway, 
because they are not on their 
toes."

As player 
and manager he continued 
till 1893, when he was ap- 
pointed chief of umpires, a 
position which he held until 
his death two years later. 


Thus two men's overlap- 


ping lives go back beyond 
the formation of the Nation- 
al League in 1876

Longstreet must often have 
reminded him of the blow 
suffered in the death of 
Stonewall Jackson. An ex-

corps commander, 


Longstreet was apt to sub- 
stitute his own views for 
those of his superior, and to 
be slow where 
he should 


have been quick. Historians 
speculate that a Jackson, op- 
erating instead 
of Long- 


street, might have won Get- 
tysurg, 
with 
incalculable 


results for the development 
of the war. 


When peace came Long- 


street became widely 
un- 


popular by joining the Re- 
publicans, the most conspic- 
uous Southerner to take this 
step. Time may have healed 
this resentment, however. If 
Mrs. Longstreet pursues her 
candidacy, the country will

He added 
it is anticipated that 70,000 per- 
sons would be killed or injured 
in 1950. 
He stated statistics have proven 


that concentrated safey drives re- 
sult in lower death rates. 


The speaker said 92 per cent of 


the hotel fires in Texas in 1949 
were caused by guests who were 
careless with cigorets and match- 
es. He also said more people are 
killed by unloaded guns than the 
number murdered. 


"Of the 32 fatal hunting acci- 


dents In the state last year, 31 
persons killed themselves," he stat- 
ed. 


Brooks said it was anticipated 


that in 1950, more persons would 
be killed in home accidents than 
On the highways. He also stated 
that 21 per cent of the accidental 
deaths occur on the scene, after 
accidents. 


The TSC president said the coun 


ell was trying to place safety pro- 
grams in all schools and stated 
that such programs would reduce 
accident rates. 


He thanked the Rotary Clubs of 
Texas 
for the safety 
programs 


and safety contests they have pro- 
moted and complimented the clubs 
on the clean-up drives which have 
resulted in fewer fires. 
Speaking of Rotary-sponsored 


safety programs and naming 'the 
school safety patrol, ho said, "A 
few years ago 78 school children 
were killed 
within a block of 
their schools. In 1919 this num- 
ber, through safety patrols was 
4reduccd to seven. 
Music for the program was fur- 


nished by The Frontiersmen, a 
string trio which is working with 
the safety council. The members 
are Henry Busse, Eddie Martin and 
Don Pool, all of Dallas.

June, 1945, raids on the offices 
of Amerasla magazine, which no 
longer is published. Six persons 
were arrested on charges of con- 
spiring to get illegal possession of 
government documents. 


A grand jury indicted only three 


of the six. The government drop- 
ped charges against one of the 
three who were indicted. 
In 1944> a house judiciary sub- 


committee investigated the case. 
It reported to the House that 
many documents marked "top se- 
cret," "secret," and "confiden- 
tial" were found in the posses- 
ion of "some of the six people 
involved." 
But the committee 


said: 
"Few, if any, of the identifi- 


able, documents involved in this case 
had any real importance in our 
national defense or our war ef- 
fort. Many had already been given 
wide publicity." 


McCarthy gave reporters cop- 


ies of a letter he had sent to 
chairman Tydings (D-Md.) of the 
senate investigating committee. 


In this letter, McCarthy pro- 
tested that the committee's prac- 
tice "has been to hear in full- 
dres public sessions those wit- 
nesses who deny my charges and 
smear the witnesses whom I 
hare called, but to conceal be- 
hind closed doors testimony of 
those witnesses who are striving 
to expose communists In 
gov- 
ernment,' 
McCarthy also said additional 


witnesses would be provided to

Lattlmore's 
"close 
connections with Amerasia." 


McCarthy 
has 
contended 
all 


along that Lattimore, whom he 
has accused of being Russia's top 
spy in the United States, was 
mixed up in the Amerasia case. 
Lattimore testified two days ago 
that he had nothing to do with it. 


Lattimore did testify that he 


was a co-founder of the magalne, 
but that he left it. 


McCarthy told Tydings he feels 


compelled "to give the senate and 
the American people a brief re- 
sume of the highlights of what 
today's testimony" by Bielaski 
would be. 
His "brief" included a number 


of statements which would support 
his charges against Lattimore and 
others. 


After the senate committee ses- 
sion with Bielaski broke up. re- 
porters told Tydings that McCar- 
thy had given them copies of his 
letter and asked for comment. 
Tydings 
said that "surmises" 
were hurting the investigation, 
but declined to say what went on 
In the closed session with Biel- 
aski. 
McCarthy's release of the letter 
was a maneuver In what has be- 
come a bitter scrap between him

Word of their ar- 
rival precoedcd them and several 
were on hand to greet them at 
that early hour. 


Mrs. Minor Is 
confined to

specially-built bed but is able to 
conduct her household 
activities 


from her resting spot. 


She may have visitors every af- 


ternoon. 
Minor said visitors and 


telephone calls are desired. Mrs. 
Minor has a phone W3xt to her 
bed and a call to 3S54-J will be 
answered by a cheery hello. 


When Mrs. Minor was taken 
to the hospital eight months ago 
she was completely paralyzed. 
Local doctors were baffled by 
her case and It was months be- 
fore the doctors at John Soaly 
were able to determine she was 
suffering from tuberculosis 
of 


tho bone. 
Her 
disease, though not un- 


common, Is rare and her afflic- 
tion was located in such a posi- 
tion that' doctors were unable to 
pin down the cause. 
Finally it 
was determined the condition was 
in bones near 
brain. 
the base of the 


The dangerous nearness to the 


brain made It Impossible to op- 
erate and replace the bone 
as 
has 
been done in other 
cases 


where tuberculosis has affected 
bone structures. 


During her stay at the hospit- 


al. Mrs. Minor became weaker 
and weaker and doubt was ex- 
pressed 
as to whether or not 
she'd pull through. 


Under the hospital's plan, all 
blood 
used 
in a transfusion 
must be replaced or paid for. 
The Minors were strained to a 
point where they 'applied to the 
local Bed 
Cross 
chapter for 
help. 
News stories carried the plea 
for blood all over the state. Units 
of the Texas National Guard of- 
fered men and planes to get the 
needed blood. 
Corslcana, Navar- 
ro county and other citizens re- 
sponded and traveled to Galves- 
ton. 
A Corsicana citizen offered 
his 
airplane and 
several 
local 


people made trips to the hospital 
and • donated blood. 


This community response pro- 
vided the needed blood and Mrs. 
Minor started to get better. Im- 
provement was noted from week 
to week until 
Lhe doctors found 


her strong enough for an opera- 
tion. 


An examination showed the af- 
fected bones had started te re- 
fuse and the operation was call- 
ed off. 
Since that time Mrs. 


Minor continued to get stronger 
until she was able to leave 
the 
hospital last Saturday. 


While 
growing 
stronger, 
she 
regained- use of many parts of 
her body which had bean par- 
alyzed. 
Now she has use 
of 
more than 50 per cent of her 
once-paralyzed body. 
Best of all, Mrs. Minor feels 
good. 
She's happy, she's glad 


to be home and she's determin- 
ed to set well. 
Probably the happiest of all Is 


Paul, her three-year old son, who 
is with "Mama" nearly all of his 
making hours, 


"Mama's

Minor said Paul can't wait to 
get to hig mother's room in the 
morning, and during bath hours 
he has a special perch right near 
the bed where he can supervise 
and add encouragement.

Failure To Heed Prophet's 
Warning Caused Nation's Fall 


Hosea Warned Israel of Coming Destruction 
—Hebrew Seer's Personal Experiences Gave 
Force To His Message—Demanded That 
People Return To Love Of God While There 
Was Still Time

When wt are thinking 
solely of our own interests 
we are not properly im- 
pressed by what others say 
or do. An ability we all 
should earnestly strive for 
is that Heaven-given faculty 
of putting ourselves in the 
other person's place.

A threat and a promise—this 
was the double message of the 
prophet Hosea, one of the mos' 
passionate 
and 
burning of 
the 


Old Testament seers. On the. one 
hand, his book echoes and re- 
echoes with a dreadful 
warninj 


tp his people cf the doom anc 
destruction awaiting them, not In 
the distant future, but immedi 
ately. 
On the other hand, he 
constantly dinned into the ears 
of his contemporaries the 
only 
possible prevention of this de 
structlon—the real and pursuing 
and patient love of God. 


Hosea lived just two thousam 


seven hundred, years ago in Is 
rael but if - he were to reappear 
today In the United States or 
Canada, his message 
would 
te 
the same. 
We In this country 


need it even more than did Is 
rael, desperate as the nation was 
at the time. And the element in 
Hosea's private life which gives 
his message such force is one 
that we often think of as pecul 
iarly modern. 
Personal Tragedy. 


No better man than Hosea to 


bear this double message 
coulc 
have been chosen. 
His persona 
tragedy gives him the theme for 
his utterance. Out 
of 
his 
own 


overwhelming sorrow he draws 
the profoundest of national and 
spiritual lessons. 
For even the 
worst that might befall any of 
us may minister to our under- 
standing of life. 


Hosea's wife was faithless. She 


openly and shamelessly commit- 
ted the worst 
sin 
possible to 
a woman. Yet Hosea forgave her 
This fact seems stupendous 
in 


the light of the law of Moses 
and of the prevailing practices 
of the Orient. 
To this day, in 
the 
primitive East, 
adultry 
is 
punished by summary death, ex- 
ecuted by nearest kindred. 
But 
Hosea, although deeply and pas- 
sionately moved by her betrayal 
of love and honor, took her back 
again. 


In doing so, Hosea entered into 
a 
fuller understanding of God's 
relationship with his people. For 
as Hosea's 
wife 
had 
sinned 


ag-alnst him. BO had Israel sinned 
against God; Hosea had forgiv- 
en; so again and again God for- 
gave Israels' adulteries and ris- 
loyaltles. 
Yet If his 
wife per- 


sisted in her evil ways, Hosea 
knew that she could not long es- 
cape punishment: nor could the 
Israelites much longer avoid the 
terrible consequences 
of 
their 
wickedness. 


A Vision of Horror. 


Thus 
his 
personal experience 


colors all 
of Hosea's prophecy 


with blood and tears. 
The style 


of 
writing is 
hysterical, dis- 


traught, and at times incoherent 
He sees his wife's faithlessness 
in all its flaming hideousness. He 
is shamed and broken by her sin. 
This horror overlays his vision of 
his nation 
as he 
beholds the 
adulteries of Israel in turning from 
her true love, Jehovah, to 
the 
worship of heathen idols. 


Because this situation was so 
clearly revealed 
to him, Hosea 


preached his great message of 
warning and of love. Both parts 
were necessary, 
then 
as 
now. 
Like the Israelites, we bitterly 
need the warning and the re- 
minder of imminent destruction 
to show us our peril. 
And 
we 


need also the vision of God's love 
to show us that 'even now it is 
not too late to repent—that the 
way is always open. 


Hosea Anticipated Christ. 


Although Hosea lived more than 


seven hundred years before the 
birth of Christ, this inspired mes- 
sage of love clearly anticipates 
Jesus' doctrine of mortal and Im- 
mortal love. Hosea knew that his 
nation had 
to be informed 
of 


God's love: "My people are de- 
stroyed for lack of knowledge." 
Once informed, they needed as 
desperately 
to remain conscious 


of Gods' love: "And let us know 
and let us follow on to know the 
Lord." 
For once having known, 


what excuse could they offer for 
.falling 
away? 
There 
are 
little 


sins and big s!ns; but the biggest 
sin of all, as Hosea knew from 
bitter personal experience, is to 
prove false to love—the love of 
mortal and the love of God. 


On ths great sin of repeated 
falseness, Hosea based the other 
half of his message, his warning. 
"It Is time to seek the Lord," he 
told Israel. "Ye have plowed wich- 
edness, ye have reaped iniquity." 
What 
message 
could 
be more 


modern, more appropriate to the 
world 
today? 
our 
statesmen, 


scientists, and ministers are con- 
stantly 
warning us 
how little 


time may be left before a ca- 
lamity to which that of Israel 
was as nothing. 


A Prophecy Fulfilled. 
For Hosea was right. His words 


were fulfilled. 
We need only to 


read to find 
out. 
History, 
as 


well as 
Scripture, reveals this 


lofty truth; when nations have 
obeyed 
and 
honored God, they 


have lived and prospered. When 
they have failed to do so, they 
have fallen. 
Hosea called 
and 


called upon Israel to return 
to 


the Lord. 
His words were 
un- 


heeded, and the nation went Into 
captivity to Assyria. 


But the story does not end in 
blackness, 
for there 
is 
God's 


grace. 
And the wonder of grace 


is that an occasional Hosea may 
forgive an adultreous wife, and 
that God may take back a rene- 
gade nation. 
In that 
merciful 


compassion of the Lord lies man's 
eternal hope.

The first completed film, "The 
Parable of the Good 
Samaritan" 
was 
enthusiastically 
previewed 


recently In New York. Handsome- 
ly mounted and with meticulously 
sculptured puppets, the 13-minute 
film tells simply and straight-foi- 
wardly the familiar story. 
Although the film can be used 


.by black and white sets, 
they 


are filmed In color, looking for- 
ward to Its use in TV. They can 
also be used by church groups. 
~ 


The Rev. Everett C. Parker, com- 


mission director, said the 
Bible 


films had been checked for au- 
thentic background and "artifacts" 
and had been approved by the va- 
rious denominations represented on 


the commission. 
"The action has been slowed down 


deliberately," Parker explained, "so 
that children will be sure to catch 
all the meaning. So maybe adults 
will understand it, too." 
He added that the puppet string! 


were made visible deliberately "be 
cause children—the most sophist! 
cated audience in the world—love 
to see the strings; we think adults 
would rather have them visible." 
The commission currently 
Is 


undecided about Its distribution 
method. It will probably release 
them through local church coun- 
cils.

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MRS. ARMSTRONG DISCUSSES 
BAYLOR 'BROWNING LIBRARY' 
AT KINSLOE HOUSE LUNCHEON 


How a literary shrine in a Bar- 
den on the Baylor University cam- 
pus in Waco has grown into a one 
and one-half million dollar Brown- 
ing Library and memorial building 
was revealed to members of 
the 
Study Club and guests at the mem- 
bership luncheon at Kinsloe House 
Wednesday. 
The speaker was Mrs. A. 
J. 
Armstrong, wife of Dr. Armstrong, 
head of the English Language and 
Literature department of 
Baylor 
University 
and 
founder of the 
world-famous Browning Library 
now nearing completion. Although 
Dr. Armstrong will go down 
in 
history as originator of the plan, it 
was easy to realize, after hearing 
Mrs. Armstrong, that she provid- 
ed inspiration and material assist- 
ance 
toward 
realization of tne 


dream. 
In fact, Mrs. Armstrong opened 
her discussion by stating that she 
"had lived, breathed, slept, and had 
her existence In the Library pro- 
ject for ten years." She is bubbling 
over with enthusiasm for the un- 
dertaking and was happy to report 
to her Corsicana listeners that the 
center of interest in Robert Brown- 
ing the noted English poet, is be- 
ing' rapidly transferred from liter- 
ary London to "a little old Baptist 
College on the Plains of Texas." 
Students and scholars from 
all 
over the world come to Baylor Uni- 
versity to do research on Brown- 
ing, the speaker stated. Research 
for the new biography of Elizabeth 
Barrett and 
Robert 
Browning, 


which was released to the public 
on April 26th. was done by its au- 
thor, Frances Wlnwar, who spent 
many days Viewing the 
famous 
Browning collection and interview- 
ing Dr. Armstrong whose connec- 
tion with the project since 1912 has 
made him internationally known. 
Mrs. Armstrong called particular 
attention to the Winwar biography, 
"The Immortal Lovers", and stat- 
ed that it is being enthusiastically 
received by devotees of the Brown- 
ing cult.Describe Building 
The Browning Library Is a state- 
ly building of classic lines, reserv- 


ed and restrained in archittcture, 
Mrs. Armtsrong reported. 
She stated that it was her duty 


in the early days of the project to 
go to New York City and 
spend 


weeks In consultation with a noted 
architect. While there, she visited 
many of the famous libraries and 
museums and 
before 
returning 
home, 
she 
had learned to read 


blueprints, she declared. She vis- 
its the building once a week 
to 
note its progress and to see that 
the blueprints are interpreted 
as 
they should be. She says that she 
has been called "the watchdog of 
the building" and intends to con- 
tinue as such until the structure is 
completed. 
"When will the building be com- 
pleted?", she has been asked time 
and again. "That is the $64 ques- 
tion", she said, but she did say 
that by this time next year 
she 


hopes that the building will have 
been completed and can be dedi- 
cated on Browning's birthday 
in 
May. At this point, she character- 
ized the building as one where the 
spirit 
of 
Browning 
will 
abide 
through the years and continue to 
provide inspiration for the boys 
and girls that traverse the Baylor 
campus in the future. ' 


A Library is only as good as the 
books on its shelves, and the guid- 
ing spirit back of all this dream 
may be found in the volumes of- 
fered, Mrs. Armstrong pointed out. 
The entire structure has been built 
around the book shelves that hold 
the Browning masterpieces, 
she 
said. 
There is an appealing variety in 
the memorabilia to be housed in 
the Library, the speaker declared, 
as she mentioned in detail many 
of its, most 
interesting 
features 


such as portraits of Browning, the 
famous collection of music, 
the 


books and copies of the 
famous 
Browning love letters. The original 
love letters are owned by Welles- 
ley and cannot be bought at 
any 
price, she revealed. She spoke of 
the many outstanding gifts to the 
project, mentioning especially the 
stained 
glass 
windows and the 


bronze portals featuring the inter-

Then the 
odor re-appeared Monday night 
and again Tuesday night 


It is strictly a nighttime odor— 
It hasn't heen noticed in the day- 
time at all. 
Hodges says this is 
because the damp air after dark 
holds fumes while the sun-warm- 
ed air serves to draw them off. 


Such fumes, Hodges said, are 
probably present to a certain ex- 
tent most of the time but become 
more pronounced in certain weath- 
er conditions. 
Calm magnifies Smell. 
'In a calm, humid atmosphere, 
like Monday night, these odors are 
magnified a hundred fold. Ordin- 
arily they would pass unnoticed," 
added Jesse Liberman, a city in- 
dustrial engineer. 
The city is making every effort 
to track down the oders, Hodges 
said, but he pointed out that they 
probably are a combination of 
fumes from a number of sources 
—perhaps industrial plants. 
The only step the city can take 


is to ask any plants involved to 
do their own "policing," he said.

Sam Is going further Into debt, 
and so are many of his citizens. 
But, on contrast, some' of the 
nation's business firms are making 
notable progress in cutting their 
debts down. Some are eliminating 
them entirely. 


There is a certain relationship 


between the three factors, obser- 
vers point out. 
Much of Uncle 


Sam's running up of a bigger 
national debt finally ends up in 
;he purchasing of the products of 
ndustry. 
Most of the climb In 


personal debts goes for buying 
consumer's goods on time, wheth- 
er It be for a new car to be paid 
for 
in installments, or a new 


house to be paid for through a 
long-time mortgage. 


Sales at Record Highs 


The booming car, building, home 


appliance and allied industries re- 
port high sales totali (some of It 
as yet not entirely paid for In 
cash by ,tho ultimate consumer). 
But out of the high- Intake of 
cash and the high earnings, the 
companies are clearing up the debt 
they incurred for expansion. 


The U. S. Treasury reports that 


between last July 1 and this Mon- 
day the government spent nearly 
$2.6 billion more than It took In. 
This deficit may rise to $5.4 billion 
by June 30. 


The budget bureau 
first esti- 


mated the government would spend 
more than $43 billion in the fiscal 
year, but the treasury now thinks 
it won't be quite $32 'billion. How- 


ever, the bureau thought receipts 
would run to $37.7 billion, but dis- 
appointing 
Income tax 
returns 


returns bring that estimate down 
to $36.6 billion. 
The national debt, which was 


$269.8 billion in mid-1946, dropped 
to $252.7 billion in mid-1949, and 
is now back to $255.7 billion. 


The 
total 
interest 
that 
the 


treasury is paying out on its huge, 
national debt has been rising In re- 
cent years, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York points out In Its 
monthly review, published today, 
and "a further rise In Interest 
payments in 1950 may be expect- 
ed." 
Debts Types Shift 


When the national debt hit Its 


peak in 1946, the interest payments 
were $5 billion, compar«d with $5.E 
billion last year when the national 
debt had 
been reduced by $17 


billion. This additional half billion 
dollar interest payment on a low- 
er debt, the Reserve Bank explains, 
is due to a shift in types of Indebt- 
edness from the low interest rates 
on paper held by banks to the high- 
er rates paid on savings bonds and 
special Issues held by government 
trust funds. 


As for the private debts run up 


by consumers, the federal reserve 
board reports today that intsall- 
ment credit at the end of March 
hit a record high of $11.1 billion 
a gain of more than $2.6 billion In 
a year. Of this total in March 
more than $3.3 billion was owed on 
cars, a gain of $111 million in the 
month, and another new record 
high. 


House Approval 
Finally Gained On 
Waterways Bill

provel to a bill designed to author- 
ize future construction 
of flood 


control, rivers and harbors and 
reclamation projects estimated to 
cost $1,730,251,825. 


It accepted, 210 to 137 on a roll 


cal vote, a conference committee 
report which Is, In effect, a com- 
promise version of the authoriza- 
tion bill which passed the senate 
in different form than previously 
approved bv the house. 
Goes to Senate 


The report now goes to the sen- 


ate. If the senate approves, the bill 
will go to the White House. 
The bill carries no appropria- 


tions. It simply makes the projects 
eligible for appropriations by con- 
gress by a later date. It includes 
14 Texas projects, largest of which 
is the Galveston seawall. 


The bill authorizes 
$203,723,125 


in rivers and harbors projects, $1,- 
279,870,200 in flood control projects, 
$200,000,000 in Missouri river basin 
reclamation projects, 
and 
some 


$36,658,500 in 
miscellaneous pro- 
jects including surveys for other 
possible projects. 


The house passed the bill a year 


ago. It then carried a total of $1,- 
362,744,175. The senate added num- 
erous projects and hiked the total 
to $1.839,531,825. 


Last week a house-senate con- 


ference committee 
trimmed 
the 
senate total by some $109,280,000 
and agreed to the version of the bill 
accepted bv the house today.
